fORAKER'S" VIEWS 


Expressed at a Meeting of Committee 


on Interstate Commerce. 


Washington, Nov. 23.—Railway rate- 


making was again considered by the 
senate committee on interstate com- 
merce, but in an informal way. Views 
were expressed by several members 
which indicate a sharp division so far 
fts the situation has developed. There 
is the further indication that a major- 
ty of the committeewill favor a meas- 
ure giving the interstate commerce 
commission more power, -which means 
in some -form control over rates. It 
3eems to be quite well understood that 
three Republicans and enough Demo- 
crats favor such legislation as to in- 
sure a rate-jnakingbill being reported. 
Senator Foraker expressed the opin- 
ion that it would be sufficient to meet 
the present situation if the interstate 
commerce commission should be au- 
thorized to take cognizance of com- 
plaints, bring suits to enforce the 
laws in the United States courts, and 
that all district attorneys be empow- 
ered to prosecute such cases.

The men were accused of murdering 
wo men in Chihuahua for life insur- 
ance money. Richardson was an in- 
surance agent; Mason, his broth er-in- 
aw, the assistant agent, and Harle 
was the examining physician. It waa 
iharged that they murderea a man 
named Devers, whom they decoyed 
rom El Paso, and a man named 
Mitchell, who is said to be a half- 
mother of Mason. Richardson is from 
lochester, N. Y., where he married 
Vlason's sister. The case has been in 
;he Mexican 
courts three 
years. 


Harle formerly was an El Paso phy- 
sician. 
-In Rochester Mason was known as 
William 
Mitchell and 
Richardson 


went by the name of Leslie E. Hul- 
bert. 
They left there suddenly be- 


cause of alleged crookedness in di- 
vorce cases which they handled.

Peasants Defy Troops. 


Kursk, Russia, Nov. 23. — The agrar- 


ian disorders in tho district of Sub/.ha 
have assumed such violence that the 
troops are unable to cope with them 
The whole northern half of the dis- 
trict is in the hands of peasant riot- 
ers, who are pillaging the estates and 
burning the harvested crops. During 
the pillaging of one estate a company 
of Cossacks looked on, being unable 
to interfere. In the Jurieff and Alex- 
androvsk districts peasant mobs are 
demanding 
the 
surrender of 
the 


stocks of provisions and are threaten- 
ing to set tbe torch to the whole local- 
ity and to storm the country treas- 
uries.

clpation that this journey was begun 
and for seven hours our course was 
through a prosperous and picturesque 
country of Minnessota, Small towns 
with thriving, busy industry depict 
ed in every feature are dotted along 
the railway like a string of beads 
Lake gems open their blue eyes to 
the bright Minnesota skies. 


Now we cross the bridge that spans 


the Red river and enter North Dakota 
at Farago, county seat of Cass county 
widely known for its push and enter- 
prise. Broad and level as the sea 
the prairie stretches out north, south 
and west of Fargo. The plow cuts 
it as a ship cuts the ocean, and 
has its waves and ripples as the wind 
kisses the grain of the gras. 
It has 


a sky as blue as Italy's by day and as 
starry as Chaldea. by night. 
We 


were twelve hours crossing the state. 
The houses seem so far apart that one 
would not have guessed that North 
Dakota leads all the other states in 
the number of rural routes. 


We now enter Montana with its 


vastness of territory and small popu- 
lations. At Billings we see tlie wonder- 
ful development of the past few years 
in the Yellowstone Valley, the first ir- 
rigated district now open to settlers 
which one meets after leaving St. 
Paul. The soil will grow wonderful 
crops of cereals, vegetables and small 
fruits and other 
products and the 


district will soon be one of the most 
productive of all Montana. The Yellow- 
stone National Park is closed at this 
time of the year. 


We next come to Butte the largest 


mining camp on earth, with a popula- 
ion of seventy thousand people. It is 
built on a mountain honeycombed 
with mines and where the common la- 
borer receives $3 a day and where 
•jreen dump plies of ore complete the 
view at the end of every street. 


My next stop was at Spokane, one 


of the delightful cities of America. No 
city of equal age and population ex- 
cels it in character and number of fine 
residences and handsome public and 
mercantile buildings. It is thoroughly 
modern in every respect and has a 
picturesque location. 
Its streets are 


jroad and level. The rocks on which 
the city is built helps to form a na- 
tural pavement. In the center of the 
city are the mighty falls of the same 
name partly harnessed 
by $200,000 


plant to give electric light and power 
to the city, rhey estimate its popu- 
lation at seventy thousand. The Spig- 


sisters, two former Licking county 


teachers, are now teaching in the city 
schools of Spokane. 


In passing over and through the 


Cascade mountains one passes along 
the side of very dangerous looking 
slopes. The track wind up and down 
the \ alleys amidst an ever changing 
panorama of green woods sloping hill 
sides and majestic 
snow-crowned 


mountain peaks. 


My first, stop along tha~Eaeyie was 


at Seattle' which is the largest^city in 
Washington. No city in the country 
can boast of greater advantages from 
a picturesque point of view than Se- 
attle. Its suburbs present an incom- 
parable prospect of wild and rugged 
mountain scenery, dense forests and 
wave-washed beach. Here I heard from 
the Ohio election. One receives the 5 
o'clock news of Ohio here at 3 o'clock. 
The streets of Seattle are so steep 
they have steps some places*. It is 
fortunate they have no snow or ice in 
winter. Mr. Haas, the owner of the 
Colonaide Hotel at Seattle, used to live 
;n Ohio. He has a list of the names 
of more than two thousand from Ohio 
who now live in Washington and kind- 
ly invites you to come out and call on 
him.

Midshipman Merriwether Faces Alle- 


gations of a Grave Nature, 


PRINCIPAL IN A FIST FIGHT 


Testimony Develops the Fact That an 


Unwritten Code Governs the Stu- 
dent 
Body 
at 
Annapolis 
Naval 


Academy—Hazing as It Is Said to 
Be Practiced at the Institution. 


Annapolis, Md., Nov. 23. — Before 


a 
naval 
courtmartial, Midshipman 


Minor Meriwether, Jr., of Lafayette, 
Ind., a member of the third class of 
the naval academy, was placed on trial 
on charges that include that of man- 
slaughter in having caused the death 
of Midshipman James R. Branch. Jr., 
of New York, a member of the class 
above him, as a result of a pre- 
arranged fistfight which took place on 
the evening of Sunday, Nov. 5. An 
operation was performed on Midship- 
man Branch the next night, but he 
died the following Tuesday morning. 


There are two other charges against 


young Meriwether. The second charge 
is of violation of the third clause of 
the eighth article of the rules for the 
government of the navy. 
The first 


specification is that Meriwether ap- 
plied to Branch the names of sneak 
and coward, and the second that ha 
assaulted him. The third charge of 
conduct to the prejudice of good or- 
der and discipline specifies that Meri- 
wether engaged 
ia a fight with 


Branch. 


The sad incident of the death of 


young Branch under such circum- 
stances has be*en widely noticed and 
has called attention to the existence 
at the naval academy of an unwritten 
code governing the student body, but 
quite outside the authoritative regula- 
tions and generally in violation of 
them. Under the "code" every detail 
of these fights is fixed, the midship- 
men on duty abstaining from report- 
ing them and excusing from informa- 
tion those connected with them. 


Midshipman A. W. Fitch, who ref- 


ereed the fight, stated thai he had of- 
ficiated in 19 such contests, and Mid- 
shipman Kittrick testified that he had 
taken part in nine. Detailed accounts 
were given of the arrangements by 
which midshipmen on duty acquiesce! 
in absences without leave and other 
derelictions in order that fights might 
go on, and the testimony also showed 
that although frequently severe in- 
juries resulted front' these, fights and 
the recipients often.nhad to "be take:i 
to the hospital, nofeing'further was 
ever heard of the'm~.ri ' '' 


Interesting side right to hazing, or 


"running,"' as it is called at the acad- 
emy, developed from the testimony of 
one of the midshipmen. Meriwether 
had been generally disliked, he said, 
because he was too'"ratty,"' that is, it 
was explained, that he did not abide 
by the rules laid down for the govern- 
ment of the lower classmen. Some of 
these were that he should never enter 
"lovers' lane," an academy walk; that 
he should turn all corners at right 
angles, should not look at an upper 
classman and should answer most re- 
spectfully when addressed by one of 
then; that he must cover touch the 
table nor ask for anything during a 
meal, and under no circumstances 
"fuss."' that is. to be in the society 
of youns women.
